Why? “ Because they were scat 
tered as sheep having no shep­ 
herd.

I sin­ 
cerely believe that when we need 
more workers in our churches' to­ 
day that we ought to pray for God 


to send those workers.

Remem­ 
ber, also, that God has never ask­ 
ed anyone to do anything but that 
He has already given them the 
potential talent with which to do 
that thing.

Here we find Jesus telling us that 
the path a Christian trods will not 
be an easy one. 
My mother has 
often said that: “God does not 
promise the Christian’s life to be 
a bed of roses.” 
That is true. 
Sometimes life for the Christian 
seems rather lonely. 
Sometimes 
he feels all alone, especially when 
friends turn against him because 
of a stand he has taken against 
evil. 
However, the Christian way 
is the best way. 
It is the happiest 
way, because it gives that “ peace 
that passeth all understanding.” 
CONCLUSION — Jesus came to 
“ seek and to save that which was 
lost " 
He chose and trained the 
Twelve Disciples. 
When he went 
back into heaven, he left the mis­ 
sion work in the hands of a few. 
His church has grown until it has 
engulfed literally millions of peo­ 
ple. Our task, as Christians, is to 
tell others of Jesus. 
He will do 
the saving of their souls, if we do 
the witnessing.
